[Queen Victoria Calumniated. 

Evon tho good and virtuous Queen 
of England — tho cynosures of all nni 
tions, tho admiration of all wives and 
mothors — is not proof against tho 
(shafts of calumny, it wiil bo remom> 
berod that an articlo roeontly appeared 
in tho Gazette de Lasaune, assailing tho 
imputation of Queen Victoria, which 
caused Mr Harris, tho British Minuter 
at Berne, to complain to tne Swiss 
Eedorai Council. A very curious lottor 
in ono of tho Paris papers, called 
L'Etendard, is devoted to tho incidents 
which gave riso to the article in quos* 
tion, and affords a tit-bit of gossip 
highly acccptablo to scandalmongers. 
Tho correspondent of this journal on- 
doavora to show that tho gossip orig* 
inatcd in tho boat socioty in Efigland, 
was propagatod in tho clubs and moot- 
ing places, and carried abroad by Eng- 
lishmen themselves. Aftor having 
stated that tho duration of manifesta- 
tions of rogrot on tho part of tho 
Queen, on account of tho death of her 
husband, appeared oxcossivo to tho 
Court, tho correspondent proceods to 
oxplain how tho silly story arose to 
which the complaints of tho English 
Minister gave iuoro importance than 
it deserved. Tho Court, ho says, did 
not accommodate itself oasily to tho 
grief of tho Queen, which reminded 
peoplo of that of Artomis. Ttioy wore 
cut short in thoir drawingr-rooms, balls 
and fctoa. Tho aristocracy, forced to 
imitato tho Court and abstain, made 
loud rocriminationa. Tho trado of 
London, which was dependent on lux- 
ury, complainod bitterly that tho 
Royal mourning, indefinitely prolong- 
ed, injured business and caused a loss 
of monoy to it. Tho great journals 
oxpressed thoir dissatisfaction by 
transparent insinuations, and tho littlo 
ones by caricatures and epigrams. 
But soon tho Quoon furnished a pro* 
toxt for much moro aorioua slanders. 
At Balmoral, tho hunting rcsidoneo of 
tho lato rovorod Princo Albert, 
flourished a groat, tall, stalwart 
quidam, a veritable Highlander of tbo 
Sir Walter Scott typo. John Brown 
is his namo piqueur (huntsman) 
bis profession. Brown was tho as- 
siduous and faithful companion of 
tho Princo. On tho rugged mountains 
of Caledonia, in tho pursuit ot tho 
stag or tho grouso, all social distinc- 
tions disappeared betweon tho master 
and tho piqueur to givo placo to 
familiar good nature Tho death of 
tho Princo plungod Brown into do- 
spair, and tho vigorous huntsman was 
soon no moro than a moro shadow of 
his formor self. During tho last 
sojourn tho Queon made at Balmoral, 
sho was struck with tho change which 
bad taken placo in tho health ot 
Brown. But when Her Majesty 
learned tho cause, sho attached him to 
her personal service, and brought him 
to London, then to Windsor Castle, 
and lastly, to her favorite residence in 
tho Islo of Wight. So far, ovorything 
was as simple as possible. But human 
malignity took advantage of tho ec- 
centricities of tho new body guard of 
Her Majesty, and tho aristocracy be- 
gan to invent anecdotes more or loss 
apocryphal, moio or less fantastic. It 
was told that Brown, taking his new 
role in serious part, was always on 
tho heels ol tho Queon, and that he 
oxercised an ascondancy and domina- 
tion over tho domestics which was 
unprecedented j that caring littlo 
about tho laws of etiquette, he entered 
everywhere and at any time, ft was 
also said that being roRpootfully re- 
quested by tho Lord Chamberlain to 
change his Highland costume for a 
moro modern one, the absence of" un- 
mentionables " according ill with pub- 
lic decency, tho huntsman answered : 
"My Lord, 1 camo into tho world 
without breochos, and I will die with* 
out breeches." In the ciubs, thoso 
hot-bods of slander, many were tho 
ugly remarks and shameless jokes ; all 
kinds of drolleries were bandied about, 
und oveiy day fresh anecdotes were 
invented more and moro improbable. 
It was thought charming to designate 
tho spotless Queon of England, under 
tho insulting appellation of Mistress 
Brown. Por throo months these 
niisorablo caluinnios wore circulated 
through tho three kingdoms to the 
great satisfaction of loungers, 
and to tho great joy of thoso even 
who, to obtain access to loveos or pro- 
euro an invitation to tho palaco, would 
wallow in adulation und servility. 
Tho suscoptibility of tho British Con- 
sul can bo readily understood, but it 
would hnvo been far bettor lor him to 
havo boon silent than to havo drawn 
attention to thoso silly inventions, 
particularly ne thb papor which pro- 
mulgated tho calumny, rotractod, and 
tho prosocution against it was Buffered 
to drop. 



Letter from Paris. 



(From our Special Porta ami Continental Correspondent.) 

Paris, November 27. 

CUSTOM HOUSE NUISA.NX'ES: 

The London Economist has just published 
a long and interesting articlo relating to the 
delay and discomfort of tho French custom 
hotiBe esoroination of luggage, fust on land- 
ing in France, and next on arriving in Paris: 
It aBscrla, that r.B present carried on, tho value 
ot tho investigation to tho custom houso will 
bo so emphatically fractional that a largo gain 
would aiise to tho not revenue by wholly 
abolishing tho railway custom bouse offices 
on both aides of the water. The graceful 
course to follow would be for the English 
Government to announce nt once ttiat, in 
honor of the Paris Exhibition, they will Irom 
the first of January relinquish the present 
custom house examination of passengers' 
baggage. The French Government could 
not uesitute to accept tho challenge; und no 
boih countries, and all foreigners passing 
through mem, would bo rid, at all events lor 
1867, of tho horrors o( the custom house pil- 
lory, at the end of a long journey bad enough 
to men, but to ladies brim full of vexiiies to 
bonnets, ribbons and flounces, all liable to be 
tossed about like cabbages or Btock fish, In- 
expressibly horrible. In answer to lids the 
'lumps, an evening p-.per of a somewhat 
Protestant t ndeney, says that it does not 
thin It that tho French Government would 
willingly give up tbo duty, slight as it may 
tie, but proposes that a decreo should bo is- 
issued declaring that all persons paying on 
departure a cum proportionate to the weight 
ot their baggage, shall on arrival in Paris be 
exempt Item the examination of their bag- 
gago, this Bum to be paid by the railway 
coin panics to Iho exchequer of the State. 
The Temps goes on to Bay : " Suppose that 
the proportionate sum be one or two percent., 
how many travellers would willingly pay 
Ibis sum in order to free themselves from a 
long, disagreeable and irritating formality. 

HOME. 

Galignani says, a pamphlet entitled Le 
Senal Romain is circulating in diplomatic 
quarters in I'uris. Every member of the 
toreign diplomatic body lound a c ipy of il at 
his residence, where it had been placed by 
au unknown hand. Thousands of copies 
have butin circulated among the people of 
RomCi On the title pago uro the anus of the 
Roman Senato. 'the dato is that of All SouIh' 
Day, and the work bears the signature of 
"Stefano Poreari." That name involves an 
allusion to the grave events which took place 
in the Eternal City in 14S3, when ttie con- 
spiracy was discovered which had lor its ob- 
ject iho taking away of tho temporal power of 
the Pope. The pamphlet, rolying upon his- 
tory, und upon ancient and modern law, tends 
to show that it Is for the Romans alone to 
decide on their own destiny ; aod in conclu- 
sion, tho writer proclaims the maxim of 
Cavour : " A free Church in a free State." 

ANOTHER IMPROVEMENT IN SMALL ARHH. 

When shall we see aD end to the improve- 
ments on tho needle guo ? A journal, 
generally well informed in such matters, 
informs us that the Chassepot rifle, which 
was to out-do tho Von Dreyse needle-gun, is 
no longer to be manufactured — or at least, 
that the manufacture of it is to be suspended 
for a lime — as an improvement on the same 
has just been presented to the Emperor. 

THE EXHIIilTION. 

Among tho " articles " which have arrived 
for the Exhibition am remarked some intg" 
niliicnt tubes ol crystallized sulphur, found 
at Hidvena, in the neighborhood of Bagdad ; 
also specimons ol the esseneo of petroleum, 
pearls, and woven stuffs of various kinds. 
From Manaoul have come five different 
varieties of beautiful marble, ten or a dozen 
sorts of ores, among which are those Of gold, 
silver, copper and iron. Several antiquities 
discovered at Nineveh ; marbles found op- 
posite Manaoul, near the place called 
Connouz, the Prophet, with hieroglyphic in- 
scriptions hitherto undisoiphereil; on one of 
these marbles is engraved something like an 
eagle's head, with a single wing behind. 
From Djurluker, wines, wrought stufl's, and 
carpels in different styles have been sent. 

OAVAKNI GONE. 

Tho very best of our comic illustrators is 
no more. Gavarni, a nom de guerre which 
he had taken from the beautiful place in the 
Pyrenees of that name, was hut 01. fie 
was of humble origin, and began his career 
as n workman in an engine manufactory. 
Ho may have been said to have been bcII- 
tnughl, and frr m an occasional sketcher, for 
a journal of fashions, became tho fiist illus- 
trator of France. It is generally believed 
that he died well off. Me left behind him a 
largo number of water^color paintings. 



Kuropea.li Horns. 

Extensive inundations have taken placo in 
Catalonia, causing. much damage, and cutting 
off the communication between Barcelona 
und Madrid. The Ebro and several Bmall 
rivers had overflowed their hanks. A stream 
overflowing tho Tarragona and Barcelona 
railway had poured into Barcelona itself, 
doing damage. 

In England there are 161 '' Provident Socie- 
ties," established on the co-operative plan, 
and possessing an aggregate of nearly $4,« 
000,000 in American money— £701,21.'!. 
Groceries, meat, sboeo, clothing, co;> ! , flour, 
and oven farriery, are included in the plan 
upon which these societies operate. 

Orders have been issued for the practice 
ol running drill in the British army. For 
the first fortnight, tho distance may he in- 
creased to GOO ; third, 900. The distance 
may bo increased to 1.000 yards daily, with 
arms and accoutrements carried on ullernate 
days. 

It lias been remarked that nearly every 
profession hut that ol medicine was repre- 
sented in the French .Senate. This anomaly 
has struck the Emperor, it would appear, as 
the Evenemeot announces that his Majesty's 
physician, Mr Conneau, is to be promoted 
forth with to a seat at the Luxembourg.

Tho Paraguayan War. 

On tho morning of September 12, tho 
French gunboat Docideo ran up tho Para- 
guay river to Coruzu. Sho hud on board 
the Count k do Beaumont, attache in tbo 
French Foreign Office and Special Commis- 
sioner sent out Irorn France, together with 
Mr Wasbburoe, American Minister to Para- 
guay. At that point tho Brazilian gunboat 
Ivaliy went alongside nnd notified tho French 
stennier that she should go no lurther tip the 
stream, n« the channel was lull ol L lorpcdCes. 
Tho Deoidee cast anchor, and tho commander 
of the Ivahy went aboard to notify Iho officers 
of the Decidee that ho would, at all events, 
have to obtain tho permission of Admiral 
Tomaodarej who \v»3 nj Cornto superintend* 
ing repairs necessary alter tho late battle at 
Curuzui 

Tho commander ol the Decidee, accompani- 
ed by the Count de Beaumont and Miuinler 
Washburno, went the next day ic Cerrito, 
where they were well received by the Admir- 
al, who, however refused his permission for 
the gunboat to ascend the Paraguay. The 
Decidee returned to Cortienles, but. the 
Ivahy was placed at their disposal to convey 
them from Tres Bocas to Curuzu. The 
Count do Beaumont having obtained pass- 
ports to go to Assumption — capital of Para- 
guay — took tho land route. It is his intention 
to hnve an interview with tho French Consul 
in that placo and obtain all the information 
possible concerning this war, which is but 
imperfectly understood in Europe. Ho will 
then repair to tho camp of Marshal Lopez, 
anil afterwards to tho allied headquarters, for 
tho purpose of laying before them whatever 
plan ol pacification may be suggested to him 
after the trip lo Assumption, basing his 
opiuons upon his owu personal observation. 

Making Fun of thf American Colony 
in Palestine — The Pali Mall Gazette is 
facetious over the exploits ot tho Maine col- 
onists who havo gone to tho Holy Land, 
It says : 

The Telegrap/i notices the curious fart 
that tho ship Hetty Helen, from New York 
brought over to Jaffa a whole assorted 
cargo ol Ynnkto emigrants, who of all places 
in iho world had pitched upon the plains of 
Sharon for a settlement. There is really 
something odd and striking in this importa- 
tion of the newest people into ono of the 
most ancient localities and populations of 
history. A greater contrast than that be- 
tween Jaffa ond New York could not be 
found in all the world. Everybody knows 
what the Amcricn city is ; that of Syria is a 
grey Arab town perched upon a little hill, 
wilt) no hurbor, no lile, no bustle, nothing 
lo care about, nothing to take up the alien" 
tion save coifed and pipes, and tbo occasional 
swindling of Naierene dogs who land there 
on tho way to Jerusalem. Julia sits blinking 
in the sun atop of its hillock, with the 
Mediterranean waves fussing into froth 
against its tumble down quny, just us if it 
were dreaming of the antique times, when 
it was, in the language ol these visitors, 
'•quite a place." For only to rCinernber wdial 
Jaffa used to bo makes these Yankees, ns 
Jafhusts would say, "sons of yesterday." 

Let no one, however, douht that these cute 
New Englanders Unow what they are doing, 
Jafla is ot little account for business, beauty, 
or anything else except melons and ancient 
history ; but outside and behind the city lies 
a plain unsurpassed lor richness. It is the 
plain of Sharon, whoso roses blossom nnd 
shed fragranco through the religious liternture 
ol half tho world, and which boast tho finest 
orange and lemon gardens in all tho earth. 
The soil that can produce such Iruit ought, 
with Yankee culture, to do almost anything ; 
and, indeed, the plain of Sharon never wanted 
much moro than water and a liitle scratching 
willi the crocked stick called the Syrian plow 
to produce what is wanted. Our transatlantic 
friends always had a sharp eye lor ' wuter 
privileges' and 'almighty line locations'; but 
what scent they must have had for tin in to 
find out this fat nnd likely place from the 
other side of the globe ! Doubtless, thej will 
' prospect' the country, now they are there; 
and should they go north to the plain of Es- 
draelon, under the hills of Nazareth, they 
will see a still mure promising site for the 
enterprising Yankees, il they can only manage 
tho Bedouins and bribe the Turks. ["he 
fattest and richest corn ground in the world, 
flat as a billiard table, and eloso lo the st-a, 
is to bo lound by the hundreds of thousands 
of acres; but it is unfilled, and yields only 
the mandrake, the groat Syrian thistle, nnd 
tho Palestine lilies, lor tho Turks have no 
power or will to keep Arabs from turning 
their mares into the barley of tho peasants 
when it cones up. The Yankee and tho ro-e 
of Sharon or die lilies of Jezreel come oddly 
enough together; but we should not grudge 
the contrust if il could do something lor sad 

and fair Syria. 

Stain — Several Conspiracies Discov- 
ered — The Captain General ol Madrid, who 
at the end of last month suspended for a 
week the publication of the Correspondencia, 
imposing upon it also a line of 200 crowns, 
has just fined the Kpoca, a ministerial journal, 
50 crowns, because that paper announced 
that there was to be a grand Call at the 
palace on the 19th ol this month, the birthday 
ol the Queen. The news was not precisely 
without foundation. Her Majesty ardently 
desired tn give the ball, but Count Ponour- 
siro, the chief major domo and general direc- 
tor of the paiace, pointed out lo the Queen 
that the slate of the exchequer would not 
admit of the expenses for refrtshmcnts. Her 
Majesty was obliged to bow lo this represen- 
tation. A double conspiracy has just been I 
discovered at Sarogossi and Corunna ; bcv- I 
oral officers and sergeants have been arrested, 
nnd sent away at once to tho Marianne Isl I 
anils in tho Fust Indies. 1 have no precise 
details upon what has happened in Saragossa, 
but die affair at Corunna was discovered in 
this manner : A sergeant, who h id always 
borne an excellent character, presented him- 
self a few days ago before the Captain - Gen- 
eral of Galieia. and earnestly asked for a 
definitive conge. The Captain- General in. 
sisted upon knowing the motive id hi.s request, 
and alter much hesitation the sergeant said 
that his regiment was upon tho point ol rising, 
that the colonel arid si veral officers had in- 
duced the sergeants to fiivor the rebellion, 
and that for his pari he preferred to lako 
bis conge i other than run the chance at a 
pronunciamjemto. 

A despatch from Barcelona, which recently 
arrived in Paris, declines thai the news given 
by the Gazette dc Franc ot an insurrection in 
Catalonia is incorrect. Possibly so. How- 
ever, we remember that in tho month of 
January last a series of telegrams Irom Bar- 
celona, Madrid and other places, gave tin; 
most favorable account of the public tranquil- 
ity at the very moment when General Prim 
was commencing his insurrectionary attempt. 
And then, if the Spanish journals connected 
with the government cannot tell the truth, 
what faith is lo be accorded to the telegrams, 
which aro tho work of the Government itself. 
— Independence Beige.

Stupendous Lift.— In tho year 1782, 
Catherine, Empress of Russia, erected an 
equestrian statue of Puter tho Great, nt St. 
Peter-burp;. The statue, "'Inch wus erected 
by M. Falcoonot, was raised on an enormous 
pedestal of granite. When Falcounot had 
conceived tho design of his statue, the baso 
ol which was to be formed of a hugo rock, 
he carefully examined the onvirons of the 
oily ; and aftor considerable research, dis- 
covered a stupendous moss of granite half 
buried in tho midst of a morass. Tho ex- 
pense und difficulty of transporting it were 
no obstacles to Catherine. By her orders the 
morass was immediately drained ; a road was 
cut through a forest and carried over the 
marshy ground, and tho stono, which, after it 
had been snmowhut reduced, weighed IfiOO 
tons, was removed lo St. Petersburg. This 
wag accomplished in leas than six months 
after the rock was discovered. It was re- 
moved by means of a windlass and largo 
friction balls, alternately placed, and remov- 
ed along grooves fixed on each side of the 
road. In this manner it was drawn, with 40 
men seated upon its top, about four miles, to 
the banks ol the Nevn, whore it was embark- 
ed in u vessel constructed on purpoao to re- 
ceive it ; und thus conveyed about ihc same 
distance to St. Petersburg. When landed 
at St. Petersburg it was '12 feet long at tho 
base, 30 at the lop, 21 thick, and 17 feet 
hifjb ; a bulk greatly surpassing in weight 
the most boasted monuments ol Egyptian or 
Roman grandeur. On this pedestal Falcon- 
net raised a spirited statue I colossal size 
of tho founder of St. Petersburg.
